Lord W'olseley has been writing 
about the charms of ll soldier's life in the 
Fortnightly Review, He tries to show 
the world that a soldier's life is well 
wortli living ; that it lias its pleasures 
and its compensations, which make it, 
on the whole, more enjoyable than that 
of those who stay at homo at ease. His 
paper is an amplification of the lines of 
the good old Scotch song : — 
"For gold the Bailor ploughs the main, 
Tho farmer ploughs tho manor. 
But glory is the soldier's prize. 
The soldier's wealth is honor." 

Lord Wolaeley shows that tho soldier 
in spite ol hardships and privations and 
dangers, or rather on account of them, 
feols a keen delight compared with 
which the joys of civil life arc tame. 
Here is a passage which in future days 
will no doubt save the recruiting ser- 
geant a great deal of trouble : 

"The man who thrusts himself for- 
ward in the deadly breach " * * is 
for the moment, as it were, a great 
electrical accumulator highly charged 
with animal magnetism, which he seems 
to give off from him to all around him. 
['he meanest creature who has ever felt 
it will, I think, always afterwards ack- 
nowledge that, for this moment alone, 
i soldier's life is worth living." It is "« 
rapturous pleasure, far beyond all other 
earthly enjoyments,'' an "intense realiz- 
ation of an eestacy unknown to the 
proudest, the richest, who has not so 
fought for his country " all 
other pleasures pale before the intense, 
the maddening, delight of leading men 
into the midst of an enemy, or to the 
assault of some well defended place." 

It is fortunate that lighting has such 
.'harms for the fighter, for if ii had not 
it would be hard to find men to light 
the nation's battles. I5ut man basal- 
ways been, lighting animal and most 
likely always will be, And women, 
though not a lighter, loves ami admin t 
the brave and the strong man; as Kuskin 
says: "All healthy men like lighting 
and like the sense of danger. All bravo 
women like to hear of their lighting and 
of their facing danger. 



Political Union it would be a ease of 
twelve to oiio, and, therefore, they could 
treat us ill whatever way they liked." 

For our part we believe Hi tt it would 
be better for the advocates of ( lommer- 
cial Union to throw off all disguise and 
to agitate openly foi uamexati >n. 'There 
are many loyal Canadians who if they 
were compelled to choose one or the 
other would prefer annexation to Com- 
mercial Union with tho United States. 
Commercial Union would transform self- 
governing and almost independent Can- 
ada into a humble hanger-on to the 
Croat Republic, while annexation would 
make it an integral part of the Union, 
tho equal in every respect, of the most 
powerful of the Slates. Hut Canadians 
are under no necessity of making any 
such choice. They are not required to 
barter their powers and privileges as a 
self-governing country for a' few com- 
mercial advantages of questionable value 
and there is no pressure from either tho 
inside or tho outside forcing thorn to 
transfer their allegiance from Queen 
Victoria to the Constitution of tho 
United States. Canadians have a bright 
prospect before them as inhabitants of 
an important part of the British Em- 
pire. They have prospered in that con- 
dition, they are prospering, and, under 
Providence, there is no doubt but they 
will prosper.

The Charge of Arson Against Mrs. 
Minerva Allen Dismissed. 

Hon. A. N. Richards, 1'. M., pro- 
sided at a special session of the city po- 
lice court held al two o'clock y esterday 

afternoon, for the purpose oi hearing 

evidence in the case of Mrs. Minerva 
Allen, charged with sotting lite to tho 
Occidental Hotel. 

Mr. \\". J. Taylor (Eberts & Taylor) 
appeared for the prosecution, and Mr. 
,1. I'. Walls and Mr. Macuab Stuart for 
the prisoner. 

Mrs. Allen, a plainly die nod young 
women of very respectable uj pnurunco, 
occupied a seat beside her counsel, 
while Iter child, a pretty little fellow of 
about four years of ago, wandered about 
the court room and made friends with 
everyone. 

Tho defendant, in regard to whoso 
sanity, grave doubts are oxpi'i ised, was 
anxious to make a Htatomeiit, contrary 
to the advice of her conns 1, before tho 
case was opened ; but w as prevented by 
his honor. 

Mr. Taylor, in opening tho case, re- 
ferred to the grave nature of thu charge, 
anil also to the doubts which were ex- 
pressed by many iu regard to the sanity 
of the defendant, The prosecution 
would, he said, produce all lhe evidence 
they could to throw any light upon the 
origin of the lire, whether it would be 
for or uguinst the prisoner. 

Police Otlieer Levin, sworn, said that 
he believed tho information which he 
had laid charging thu accused with set- 
ting tire to the Occidental Hotel, to be 
true.
